Among the innumerable arguments 
in favor of voting for the Court House 
bond issue, outside of the fact that a 
court house is absolutely and impera­ 
tively needed by the county and that 
its construction as soon 
as 
possible 
would not only 
save 
money for the 
county but would also protect its pub­ 
lic records and guarantee land and 
real property owners their titles, the 
fact that going ahead with the pro­ 
ject at this time would to a great ex­ 
tent, solve the non-employment ques­ 
tion locally is paramount. 
The nation at this time is facing one 
of the most difficult problems that it 
ever 
had 
to encounter. 
Millions of 
men are out of work and have been 
tor months. 
So 
great 
is 
the crisis 
brought about by this situation that 
the President 
of the 
United States 
thought it necessary to call a confer­ 
ence in Washington in October to con­ 
sider means 
for its alleviation. 
The 
conference met and after serious de­ 
liberation formulated plans by which 
it was thought that relief could be pro­ 
vided to a certain extent. 
One of the 
means recommended 
by the confer­ 
ence was that states, cities, counties 
and other 
public 
communities, 
not 
only push 
every 
necessary improve­ 
ment, but that, as far as possible, they 
look 
ahead 
and 
anticipate 
future 
needs and put men to work upon them 
at once. 
In consequence, all over the 
country road work 
that 
otherwise 
would have been delayed, street work 
in cities* public buildings of all sorts 
and descriptions, are being carried on 
even where there is no compelling im­ 
mediate demand. 
This is part of a 
great movement to put the idle men 
of the country to work and it is a com­ 
mendable one. 
The situation in Pet­ 
tis county, however, does not call for 
this far-looking enterprise.

house is needed. 
Every day that it 
remains un-constructed means cost to 
the county and danger to its records. 
It is acknowledged 
that

AMERICA AND Í OCH. 


Marshal Foeh has been given, and 
is still being given, a fine reception by 
the American 
people 
and he is evi­ 
dently highly appreciative. 
To have 
the opportunity of entertaining this 
great soldier is a privilege which this 
country values. 
Not even in his own 
land is he more highly esteemed. 
It is 
safe to say that the Marshal, on his 
part, is enjoying his trip to America, 
and that he, too, has a high regard for 
this country and is sensible of the fact 
that, while we owe much to him, he 
owes something 
to us. But for the 
United States, Foch might not have 
had his great 
opportunity; 
and al­ 
though he would have been remem­ 
bered, in any event, as one of the bril­ 
liant military 
figures 
o fthe World 
War, he might not have emerged from 
the conflict as the 
Generalissimo of 
the victorious army in the mightiest 
conflict of history. 
When and where the demand for a 
“unified command” stalled is a qifes- 
tion which may never be settled, but 
there is no doubt at all that the insis­ 
tence of the 
American 
government 
and General 
Pershing 
had a great 
deal to do with 
carrying 
the move­ 
ment for a “unified command” to tar­ 
dy success. 
From the time this coun­ 
try entered the war, America's influ­ 
ence was exerted steadily in favor of 
selecting some one man and putting 
him in command of the Allied armies. 
Not untH the Allies had suffered their 
great defeat in March, 1918, and the 
cause seemed 
to be almost 
lost was 
the opposition to this plan overcome; 
and it probably would not have been 
overcome 
even 
then 
if the 
United 
States had not insisted upon the step 
more earnestly than ever. 
America, 
therefore, 
helped in no 
small measure to give Foch his chance. 
But for his 
genius, 
it is likely that 
many more American lives would have 
been sacrificed, and for this we must 
be and are eternally grateful to him. 
But his genius might never have had 
the opportunity it required, if America 
had not taken the stand which she 
did take. 
These facts should consti­

READY FOR SHIPPING 


JEFFERSO N CITY,

14.— 
Property assembled at a point

Tfie smallpox in Kansas City at 
this time is of the confluent, or 
hem orrhage type, according to Dr. 
Enloe, which is much more secere 
than that

Di*. Enloe said that excep­ 
tional precautions as to quarantine 
should he taken, and that a general 
campaign for vaccination should be 
waged. 
He also urged th at every 
person who has had contact with 
persons having smallpox be vacci­ 
nated or placed under quarantine

days, 
the 
period 
during 
which smallpox 
usually 
develops 
after evposure of the subject to it. 
The diphtheria 
situation, wiiich
